The closest prior art of record, 
Nibling, Jr. (USPN 5,472,755) in view of Shibata et al. (USPN 4,633,276), Miro (USPN 
3,616,109) and Haase et al. (USPN 6,797,333), disclose splice tapes, which either singularly or 
in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
